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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 11-16 and 18-20 have been amended. Claims 1-10 and 17 have been 
cancelled. Claims 11-16 and 18-20 are pending. 

2. The objections to claim 1 is WITHDRAWN in view of the Amendment. 

3. Claims 11-16 and 18-20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 11-16 and 18-20 : The prior art of record does not teach a device having a 
structure including the combination of: two compartments, wherein a first compartment 
has a first barrier permeable to a set of species, a second compartment separated from 
the first compartment by a second barrier permeable to a subset of the species, and 
only a subset of species that permeates into the first compartment permeates further on 
into the second compartment; and pressure-sensing means capable of sensing the 
pressures in the first and second compartments. Although DiTraglia, US 4,822,336 A, 
teaches a blood glucose level sensing device comprising first and second 
compartments 16 and 18 and first and second pressure transducers, DiTraglia does not 
teach or suggest having the structure of the two compartments as claimed. Additionally, 
although Yao et al, US 3,994,799 A, and Giuffrida, US 3,964,985 A, teach the structure 
of the two compartments as claimed, both references do not teach or suggest using a 
pressure-sensing means.
